W ash in g to n , Jan. 19.—The senate 
Monday voted to take up the Nicaragua 
canal bill. 
This gives the measure the 
parliamentary advantage of being the 
unfinished business of the senate, so 
that it will be considered from day to 
day until final action is secured.
